The Story of 8 Glever Settler of the West

A fow miles from Lyons, in France,
{here was born in 1767, a beautiful child
enlled Jullen Dubuque. When he grew
up to be a man, he came to Canada,
and then moved to Prairie du Chien, in
Wisconsin. On the 22nd day of Septem-
ber, 1788, Julien Dubuque left Prairie
du Chien and came to » part of the coun®
try which is now known as Dubugue,
lown, He obtained from the Fox In-
disns & Tease of land on the Mississippi
River, for mining purposes, on the site
of the present city of Dubuque.

Jead had been discovered here about
eight years before, by the wife of one
of the Fox Indian chiefs, called Piosta.
Dubugque's claim embraced nearly all of
the lead bearing land in that vieinity,
i He took possession of his claim and
| commenced mining, and made o settle:
' ment. The place beoame Known as “I-
buqu's Lead Mine.”

In 1706 Julien Dubugue oblained a
Spanish grant from the governor of Lou-
jsinna.  Dubuque deseribed indefinitely
the boundaries of his elaim, He trans.
ferved the larger part of it to Mr, Cho-
tonu, n gentleman who lived in St Louis.
Dubuque’s elaim was only & permit o oce
cupy the traet and work the mines du-
ring his life; and that, st his death, it
peverted to them, so they took posses.
sion and continued mining operations
nil wers plhlnﬂml by the soldiers of
the United States,
